A MENAGERIE AT SEA. 


I I'll.- ono of tho crew of the African coast- 


ing ling Antelope, mid on ono voyage from 
Uaaiiiilia to Ca|w Town we put in at Quill- 
main- for water, some of our casks having 
been stove. Wo had nrapcely mode fast at 
• wlmrf when a Gorman came aboard to 
offer u« some queer freight. Ho was an 
agent of n great wild animal firm at Hurn- 
turg, and had just oom« down to the cuart 
with it rare lot. 
There was a black two 


bornril rliinucerox, or borolo, three lions, two 
pantli. re and three nionatrotm serpents. He 
had I'tpw-lixl to find the firm'* ship at thin 
port, but through Homo miaundcrstanding 
«he lux) not shown up. He wanted to get 
the niilumls to Cape Town an soon as possible, 
and WHS willing to give us a good price, to 
take them. 
We were chock full below 


hatch**, and the idea of taking the cages on 
deck was far from ploarant. 


The. agent was a ixjrxiirtent fellow and a 


good talker, and before we had our water in 
the captain had decided on taking tho 
freight. A couple of natives were to go 
along to care for them, and there would bo 
no excuse to tun tjrlg. 
W« luukod over the 


cages »"d found them apjwrently strong and 
secure, and when the work of loading began 
we hml very little trouble. The rhinoceros 
was transferred to a pen of wood and Iron, 
which gave him very little room to snare, 
and 1m Iiehuved himxelf like n gentleman 
while we were getting him aboard.

We 
could hear the hiss of tho serpent, the 
screams of the panther, and the growls of 
the lion, and tbe row continued for a quar- 
ter of an hour.

A Pointer for Drug Bayers. 


All the large drug firms print and dlstrib- 


utecatalogues and price lists of their drugs. 
Matt of these catalogues contain almost all 
the standard proscriptions. 
The formulas 


for the most frequent diseases are printed in 
tbete pamphlets, with the quantities of the 
doses and ! he prices at which the pills, pow- 
den or liquids are sold to the trade. Every 
doctor has several of these price lists and 
every drug store has a pile of them. A man 
wto has any o£ the ordinary ailments will 
find his prescription repeated in one of these 
price lists. The difference is that tbo price 
list usually gives the ordinary names for the 
drugs used, while the prescription is written 
out in a way which only a doctor or a drug 
clerk or a man who bos picked up the knock 
of it can understand. 


The difference between the prices in the 


price lists and the prices at which the goods 
are sold is from 400 to 2,000 per cent. If a 
man gets medicine often and can Snd a 
friendly disposed doctor he can save a great 
deal on the price of his prescriptions. The 
thing to do is to have the doctor write out 
the prescription in English, or to give him a 
copy of one of these pamphlets with the pill, 
powder, or whatever it may be, marked. He 
learns the name of it by heart, then-he goes 
to a drug store and asks for what he wants, 
instead of handing in a prescription for it 
This is a simple thing to do, and will save 
from one-half to three-quarters the price,— 
New York Sun.

The famous case of Uell P. Wild, who 


wan lent to prison for * yrar for refusing 
to do menial duty fir Linn. Ktcolo and 
WBH Btiramarily released by order of 
Pr< nident Harrison, in eclipsed by tlic 
en*-- of Lewis Carter, a private in the 
Tw rnty-flfth infantry, who has already 
served nearly five years of a ninety-nine 
year sentence in the Minnesota state 
prixon. The case is probably without a 
parallel in either civil or military his- 
tory, and is outlined as follows: 


On the 84th of November, 1884, Carter, 


who, by the way, is a colored man, was 
stationed with hie regiment at Fort Snell- 
ing, Minn. Two or three days afterward 
Carter was in St. Paul, and ran things 
•with a high hand. His actions, however, 
wero not called to the attention of the 
city police, and he went back to Fort 
Knelling unmolested. Arriving there he 
wax arrested on the charge of assault, 
robbery and desertion. Brij?. Gen. Terry, 
then In charge of the department of Da- 
kota, summoned a court martial, to as- 
semble at Fort Snelling, Jan. 27, 1885. 
Thin court was composed of Capts. Ben- 
tonio, Lawson, Roche and Stivers, First 
Lieuta. Tully and Glenn, and Second 
Lieuto. Phillips, Ahern and Tear, all of 
tjeiit."Luden, of the Fourth artillery, 
acted as judge advocate. The court, after 
• very brief session and apparently with- 
out attempting to probo the truth of the 
charges, found Carter guilty of all the 
four offenses and, with the usual army 
severity of punishing criminals, 
sen- 


tenred him to Still water prison for ninety- 
nine years. 


Attorney Fred L, McOhee, of St. Paul, 


has been giving this cane searching at- 
tention since Wild's release, and what he 
has found out is astonishing. He dis- 
covered in West St. Paul the person on 
whom the assault was alleged to have 
been made, and obtained an affidavit that 
Carter had not assaulted her. Then Mc- 
Ohen secured evidence that no robbery 
had been committed, and sent the two 
affidavits to Washington. 


Tim action of the president was prompt 


and decisive. He found that Carter was 
guilt y or.'v of desertion, and has issued 
a full and free pardon, which is to go 
into effect May 25, just five years from 
the date of imprisonment. The presiden 
also reprimanded the court martial.— 
Washington Star.

Orders 
have accordingly been issued that girls 
must wear only buttoned shoes or con- 
gress gaiters under penalty of discharge.

the one that usually takes a back seat. 
He is generally a sturdy.sclf-confident 
fellow, well grounded in the first prin- 
ciples of the qualities that go towards 
making a valuable addition to the 
number of those who carve out for 
themselves distinction in the line of 
business to which their tastes and in- 
clinations lead. 
He is self-reliant, 


capable, willing to undergo hardships 
and privations and take the knocks 
and whacks administered by an un- 
feeling world, from which the city- 
bred youth just as naturally recoils. 
In his pursuit for fame and fortune he 
is not to be turned aside by rebuffs or 
more serious obstacles. 
The cold 


shoulder turned towards him only 
spurs him to greater activity, and any 
attempt to shove him aside from his 
chosen path only accelerates his steps 
toward the coveted goal. 
When the 


determined country boy and the city- 
bred youth come in contact there is a 
clash lor supremacy which, as a rule, 
results in favor of the former. 
One 


of the latest instances of the way the 
young man from the country obtained 
his honors, occurred when expert tel- 
egraph operators from all the great 
cities gathered in New York to prove 
to an admiring public the agility with 
which thc-y could manipulate the key, 
and iru identally for some few of them, 
to carry off prizes and honors for su- 
periority and rapidity of action. 
Of 


course the New York operators were 
dead sure that they were the boys that 
could furnish the champion key pound- 
er, for where in the world could an 
operator have more experience or 
practice, than in the metropolis of the 
United States. 


But the young man from the coun- 


try happened to come to town to com- 
pete. 
He had been dozing away in 


some suburban office, and 
thought 


while indulging in his musings, that 
perhaps the city fellows didn't know 
it all. 
Perhaps while waiting his turn 


to exhibit his skill the New York boys 
delicately guyed 
the freckle-faced 


vouth. .md certainly never HretnvH 
that one of his type would surpass 
their performance. 


When the time arrived for the rural 


youth to shake off his lethargy, he as- 
tonished 
them all. 
He may have 


been a little awkward in his manner, 
bat all the same he rattled words from 
the ends of his fingers at the rate of 
fifty«two a minute, and secured the 
championship. 


That's about the way the ambitious 


country youth generally comes out 
when he takes a notion to enter the 
arena of city business life. 
The suc- 


cessful n)crchants,manufacturers, bank- 
ers and so on, in the cities, are, to a 
large extent, importations from the 
country. 
Men are grown in the coun- 


try and consumed in the city. 
The 


wear and tear of city life uses up the 
vitality of men, which must be con 
stantly renewed from outside sources. 
With few exceptions the families of 
dense cities diminish in bodily and 
mental vigor each succeeding genera« 
tion, and the bone and sinew of the 
country have to be depended upon to 
replenish these wastes of what is term- 
ed our modern civilization.
